Several properties in the Upland district 
have changed hands recently, the latest 
one being the four acres and ten room 
residence of C. K. Chadwick on Euclid 
avenue and Eighth «street which has just 
been purchased by George Riegler, brother 
of Mrs. William Foshay. Mr. Riegler 
comes here from New Jersey. 

A. P. Harwood has sold to Charles Ruedy 
a fifty foot frontage on east Ninth street 
part of the 300 foot frontage where Mr. 
Harwood has his present home. Mr. Ruedy 
is intending to build a residence on the 
property but may not do so until early 
next year.

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WITH MAD MAN 
AT BIG BEAR 


A madman—demented by _ grief 
over the loss two weeks ago of his 
daughter—stalked with Death along 
the shore and hills of Baldwin Lake 
late yesterday afternoon, and two 
men are dead, including himself, and 
another is probably mortally wound- 
ed. 

The dead are: 

R. C." (Bob) Belt, widely known 
sportsman of Bear Valley. 

F. Harding, wealthy peach grower 
of Van Nuys, the mad man. 

The desperately wounded man is 
Walter Heffner, another widely known 
Bear Valley sportsman. Shot through 
the stomach and liver, he was near 
death at midnight. 

Harding, the maniac, shot Heffner 
when the latter and others attempt- 
ed to surround him on the road near 
Baldwin Lake. Pursued on the slope 
of Gold Mountain, Harding fired both 
barrels of his shotgun into the body 
of Belt, who was leading the posse, 
killing him. 

The maniac then fell dead with a 
bullet through his neck, fired by an- 
other posseman. 

The most tragic and weird story 
which ever came out of Bear Valley 
began about 3 o’clock yesterday ‘af- 
ternoon, near the old Los Angeles 
Gun Club at the upper end of Bald- 
win Lake. 

As Gene Koch, a mountaineer, 
drove his automobile along the road, 
a maniac sprang out from behind a 
building, levelling a shotgun. 


Says He is Sheriff 

On his coat was hung-a sardine 
can—designed by him to represent a 
badge of an officer. of the law. 

“IT am the sheriff,’ declared the 
man. “Drive me about.” 

The maniac was Harding who had 
been in the valley for about a week 
or 10 days. He climbed into the auto- 
mobile, pressed the shotgun against 
Koch’s head and commanded him to 
proceed. 

Koch drove his car to Belt’s duck 
lodge.

Harding then proceeded on foot 
along the road. 

Koch, however, not satisfied that 
all -was well, notified Heffner, who 
operates the Knight’s camp _ boat 
landing, Game Warden W. C. Malone, 
and others. 

Searching Party Formed 

A searching party was formed. 
Malone returned to camp for guns, 
while Koch and Heffner and others 
went on ahead. They met Harding 


{at the cattle-guard near the Warm 


Springs. ™ 

Harding opened fire, sending one 
*harge into Heffner’s hody. The 
manfac then fled into the hills. 

Malone arrived at this stage and 
Heffner was removed to Knight's 
Camp, the party was equipped with 
.22 calibre rifles and field glasses, 
and pursuit was started. 

Belt, armed with a rifle, joined the 
posse. 

Proceeding up the hillside into 
brush and small timber, the search- 
ers saw nothing of Harding until 
suddenly the heavy’ gun roared out. 
The maniac had fired both barrels 
from ambush. 

Belt was about 59 feet awav. He 
had not seen Harding. He fell with 
a cry. He lived about an hour. 

Malone was 2 feet behind Belt. 
With them were Floyd Armentrout 
and B. G. Peoples, both armed with 
high-powered .22 calibre rifles. 

“We have you covered; come out,” 
“ried Armentrout, as he sought to 
bluff Harding. 

Maniac Killed Instantly 

As the maniac was raising to shoot 
again, both Armentrout and Peoples 
fired. A bullet from one of their 
guns—it is not known which—pierced 
Harding's neck. He died at once. 

It was apparent that nothing could 
be done for Belt. His abdomen was 
riddled with shot and his hip partly 
torn away. He died as his friends 
were trying to Hhélp him.

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Yacht Clubs: for the Air 
HOSE German glider flights have started 
T something. 
Rumor has it that sailplane clubs for 
yachting in the air are being organized 
in Great Britain, Canada, Australia, and the 
United States. 

Sites are being prospected—hilly country 
over whose lakes and woods and farming 
valleys the winds of heaven blow. 

The outlook for this newest of sports is 
,iuost enticing. 

Imagine motoring out on a holiday to your 
sailplane club, near Elizabeth Lake, we’ll say. 
The club house and hangars are perched on 
the highest point of the region, five hundred 
feet and more above the green valleys. 

While you and your party lunch on the 
spacious veranda, the mechanics wheel out 
your boat to the launching dock on the brow 
of the slope. You go into the club house for 
a last look at weather reports, wind charts, 
and other meteorological data, and lay your 
course. 

You decide, let us say, to sail toward the 
Boonton Club House, twelve miles away, plan- 
ning to tack into the head winds and reach 
there about teatime. After which you can 
return with the wind, upborne on vertical 
currents that ricochet from the choppy hills, in 
plenty of time for dinner and the evening’s 
dance at your own club. 

Presently the ingenious apparatus launches 
you silently from the dock into the breezy 
sky and away you soar in your snug yacht, 
with your friends packed close about you in 
the padded hull. 

As navigator you will have a busy afternoon, 
vetting every ounce of lift out of the variable 
winds, rising, gliding, veering, tacking, coming 
about into the eye of the wind, and jibbing 
like the seagull whose graceful, outstretched 
form your aerial yacht so much resembles. 

Even though the wind falls and you are 
‘‘beealmed’’—a most unlikely contingency— 
you will not be forced to land. Like many 
sailing yachts, you carry a ‘‘kicker’’ for just 
such an emergency. It is not a high-powered 
motor. 

A very small motor will carry a sailplane 
along. 

No doubt careless and reckless flyers will 
come to grief, but there is no sport without 
danger. 

But air sailing will combine skill and know- 
ledge of the air sea to be navigated, together 
with all the thrills of water sailing (extended 
to three dimensions, up, down and sideways), 
and it is likely to become a favorite sport of 
yachtsmen in very near future—Logs Angeles

Argonaut mine disaster should be car- 
ried to the limit of human power in 
order that all of the facts in the case may be 
determined. If the fire was of incendiary 
origin, as intimated in dispatches received here 
today, or if adequate measures had not been 
taken by mine officials to protect the mén 
against fire in the mine, those responsible 
should be brought before a court of justice. 

It is evident that conditions at the Argonaut 
were not what they should be and perhaps the 
lives of the forty-seven men might have been 
seved had the necessary precautions been 
taken. 

Speaking of the lessons to be learned from 
the Argonaut fire, H. Foster Bain, director of 
the U. S. Bureau of Mines, said recently: 

‘‘Having had some part in the ‘discussions 
which led to the establishment of the Cali- 
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Safety In Mines 
HE investigation being conducted in an 
effort to determine the cause of the

fornia Industrial Accident Commission, the 


framing of the safety code and initiation of 
inspection service, I am sure that the safety 
requirements set up for California mines are 
fully as stringent and comprehensive as for 
metal mines in any other state. Not as much 
attention has been paid to such matters in 
metal mining as in coal mining and the safety 
codes now prescribed by law are inadequate 
in not requiring for deep metal mines that 
there should be hoisting equipment in more 
than one exit, mechanical control and proper 
splitting of air currents, and provision for 
their ‘reversal in emergencies. As a result 
many metal mines in America are working 
with fully as great fire hazards as at the 
Argonaut where forty-seven men were trapped. 

In view of the horrible result of the Argo- 
naut disaster, steps should be taken at once 
to remedy whatever loopholes there may be 
in the present laws.—Pomona Progress. 
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Delights of Boyhood 

AVE you noticed that city boys no longer 

build shanties? Of course, a few shan- 

ties tremble here and there in the metro- 

politan winds. But shanty-building, an 
ancient institution of boyhood, is on the wane, 
headed for extinction. It is part of the jail 
existence in which the city lad is being walled. 
Jf the boys knew what they were missing, 
restoring peace in the family would be a 
harder job than. settling the periodical crisis 
in Europe. 

Many a grown-up man would not trade his 
delightful memories of shanty days for a large 
bag of gold. Probably you remember one, and 
the thrill of creation that pulsated through 
you and the gang when you contemplated the 
finished masterpiece. The roofing was old 
linoleum, tar paper or flat strips from tin 
cans melted apart in a bonfire. The lumber 
came from everywhere and in all sizes, torn 
from a back fence in emergency. 

There was all kinds of lumber lying around 
loose in those days. And the kind-hearted, 
understanding crew at the town planing mill 
usually were willing to donate ‘‘seconds.’’ 
Those days are gone. It probably would take 
$10 to get enough scrap lumber to put up a 
shanty of one small room. Along with the 
shortage of lumber is the real estate problem 
—the shrinkage of backyards—which makes 
the erection of a shanty impossible. 

When the early pioneers built their log 
cabins, their sons imitatively went into the 
nearby forest and constructed their own play- 
dwellings out of saplings and small logs. In 
this way they learned the principles of cabin 
construction. Later, in the days when a 
square meal still could be bought for a quarter, 
the lads built shanties out of old lumber, 
incidentally developing their building instinct. 

The loss in the passing of the shanty is more 
than sentimental. It is the extinction of a 
pastime for developing the building instinct 
in youth.—San Bernardino Telegram.

The Peril of Drugs 

ORE than a million drug addicts in the 

United States! 

These were the figures which were pre- 

sented to the general convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church and on the basis 
of which the convention adopted a resolution 
asking for an international conference to con- 
trol the narcotic traffic. 

Whether the figures are accurate nobody 
can say. The-essence of drug using is con- 
ccalment. The evil spreads and spreads under- 
ground, soaking into society like the poison 
from a sewer. The only way to stop it is to 
close the sewers. This is one vice that mist 
be ended by authority. 

Education will remedy many evils. But for 
drug addicts education comes too late. The 
harm is done; the will to be free is shattered. 
The victim must be saved in spite of himself, 
er he cannot be saved at all. And as. he 
goes down he drags with him many others 
into misery. 

It is not in the ‘‘underworld”’ that the drug 
evil does its harm, but among the so-called 
respectable folks, the well-meaning, honest 
people who are normally the basis of our 
democracy. Of course, drug using leads to 
crime. Of course, a great proportion, prob- 
ably the majority, of habitual criminals are 
drug users.

j AKE, for example, this word ‘‘obey,”’ 
which seems to horrify all the female 


extremists and is even beginning to 

worry the clergy. What does it mean? 
Does it mean that if a husband commands 
his wife to jump in the river and drown 
herself, apropos of nothing at all, that she is 
to obey him? Of course not. Does it mean 
to imply that woman is a definitely inferior 
being who must seek wisdom and guidance on 
all occasions from her wiser spouse? Not 
necessarily, at all. It is simply a recognition 
in the ceremony of the natural law that all 
progress is best accomplished by a system of 
authority and the symbol of authority is given 
to the man because his responsibilities for the 
support of his family—the first essential of 
marital progress—are more direct than those 
ef his wife. And in meeting those responsi- 
bilities he comes into closer contact with the 
forces that may make or mar him. 

We cannot conceive that merely leaving this 
word in or omitting it from their marriage 
ceremony could of itself affect the after- 
relations or the reality of the contract of any 
decent bridal pair. Why it is as significant 
as ‘‘with all my worldly goods I thee endow.’’ 
The latter, for all its directness, has not the 
standing of a financial engagement. 

But suppose the Protestant Episcopal church 
were formerly to repudiate even, the modest 
implication that the phrase ‘‘with all my 
worldly goods I thee endow”’ by deliberately 
excising it from the ceremony? It would start 
the pair off with the husband affirmatively 
freed to give his wife just as much or just 
as little of his earnings as he saw fit. And 
it is a poor way to start the wife off by 
emphasizing the fact that whatever else she 
may have promised her husband, she certainly 
has not agreed to consult him regarding her 
actions.—Baltimore American.

Deaconess Hargreaves is a mission- 
ary of the Episcopal Church and has 
been in the Philippine Islands ever 
since the American government took 
over the charge of the Islands from 
Spain. Her work is entirely among 
the Igorrotes, and at present she is 
stationed at Besao, some six miles 
from Sagada. 

The deaconess is the only white 
person in a district containing some 
5000 natives, and she teaches, nurses, 
and trains the men, women and chil- 
dren in all the arts of civilization 
and Christianity. She has a school 
for boys and girls and has presented 
900 for holy baptism and 550 for con- 
firmation. 

The Igorrotes are a very simple 
people, living in great poverty, but 
intelligent, quick to learn and very 
grateful for kindnesses. It costs $50 
a year to care for a child, not a 
large sum, and the Deaconess is try- 
ing to raise $5,000 to build a suitable 
church, as the people walk as far as 
twelve miles to attend services. At 
present there are 35 boys and girls 
in the school, and gifts of clothing, 
medicine, milk and soap are much 
needed. 

St. Mark’s Parish was able to pre- 
sent to the Deaconess a check for 
$25, and a member of the parish 
gave a check for a like sum, so that 
one more child is provided for. 

All who heard the lecture on Sat- 
urday and the address on Sunday 
were full of desire to help such a 
good work, and it is hoped to send 
a gift of second-hand clothing and 
other articles later on. Anyone wish- 
ing to help can do so, by sending 
gifts of money to Dr. Foster at St.

ONTARIO | 
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Building Total Grows 
Twenty-six building permits issued 
during the month of September, 
just closed, represented an expendi- 
ture of $51,625, which brings the 
total for the first three-quarters of 
the year 1922 to $782,065.

TAKES INGREASED 
$330,000 THIS YEA 


Tax assessments in San Bernardino 
County, including various cities for which 
the county collects the taxes, will total 
$2,779,633.98, an increase of $330,000, over 
last year, according to statistics compiled 
yesterday by C. Fulton Jones, chief deputy 
of County Tax Collector C. D. Van Wile's 
office, Payment of taxes for the first half 
of the 1922-1923 fiscal year become due 
October 16, and delinquent on December 4. 

San Bernardino, with a tax levy of 
$156,706.36, leads all municipalities in the 
county. This figure ineludes the city tax 
as well as the county tax. Redlands 
ranks second with $282,746.86, but this 
figure does not include city tax. The 
statistics announced by Mr. Jones gave a 
total of $1,447,174.27 in districts outside 
of incorporated cities and #1,332,459.71 in 
the cities, one-half of which becomes 
due October 16. 

The levy in the eight incorporate cities 
of the county follow, excluding the city

Mrs. Sara A. Bicknell, assistant county 
superintendent, and supervisor of San 
Bernardino Valley schools, as well as in 
charge of the curriculum work, stated the 
policy of the year in the advances sum- 
mary given ‘above. 

Development of teachers who are special- 
ists in their chosen subject and ficld 
of work will be encouraged. In all rural 
schools where there are two teachers or 
more a partition of the school work be- 
tween the instructors in accordance with 
their capabilities is to be practiced as 
much as possible in order that pupils 
may be given the benefit of instructors 
who are experts and not teaching seven 
to eight subjects. 

The curriculum program is composed of 
concentration on spoken and written 'og- 
lish using the spoken sentence as the 
basis for the work, Under the new rule 
children, beginning in the first grade, 
are to use the entire answer form, words 
being replaced by sentences. 

This year in addition is to be the most 
active one under the system of county 
supervisors installed by Mrs. Grace GC, 
Stanley, who resigned to take up staie 
work, The supervisors are to impart a 
degree of solidarity to the school work 
that otherwise would be impossible. 

Uniform Teaching Rules 

In the various schools the same grade 
often veceived different degrees of in- 
struction in a certain subject because of 
the idiosyncrasies of teachers. This is 
to be eliminated. 

Last phase of the program is the stimu- 
lation of individual students work alor.yg 
lines agreeable, This again will be aided 
by the development of specialists in the 
@rammar = schools, giving a corps of 
teachers who are interested in the subjects 
they teach. 

First meeting of teachers was held last 
week in the office of Miss Collins and 
within a few weeks another to check 
results will be held. 

In, the meantime tabulation of !nglish 
mistakes {is to be placed underway by 
the principals of the schools.

To the Editor of The Upland News: 

Dear Sir,—May I ask for space in 
your paper for the following state- 
ment concerning Proposition No. 19, 
known as the California Water and 
Power Act? a 

Section 1 reads as follows: “It 
is hereby declared to be the policy 
and purpose of the State to con- 
serve, develop and control the wat- 
ers of the State for the use and 
benefit of the people.” 

The circular recently mailed to 
stockholders of Mutual Water Com- 
panies, signed “Executive Committee 
California Mutual Water Co, Agsgo- 
ciation,” is worthy of careful thought, 








chiefly because of its misleading 
statements, 

Under the act the first work of 
the board will, of necessity, be 
the development and distribution of 
hydro-electric power in California 
and, as I see it, this will always be 
its principal work. Irrigation will 
be secondary and we need not be- 
come panicky for fear of losing 


our property. 
Most users of irrigation water are 


large users of electric power, no 
matter whether they are in a mut- 
ual company or have an individual 


plant, they naturally want that power 
cheap. 

Are we satisfied with the present 
cost of the electric power we have 
to buy from private corporations? 
Is there any prospect that we will 
get power any cheaper in the future 
under the present system? 

1 will call your attention to the 
results of state-wide organization to 
the citrus industry. What would that 
industry amount to ff the California 
Fruit Association had never been 
organized? 

Ultimately, the power that can be 
developed in California will affect 
every citizen of the State. This 
means that state control is the only 
logical way to handle the matter. 

The above-mentioned circular calls 
your attention to this fact, “HPvent- 
ually the people of the State must 
pay this $500,000,000." 

No matter how this development is 
achleved—whether by the State or 
by co-operative groups, or by priv- 
ate corporations—the result is the 
same. Eventually the cost must be 
met and, in the case of private cor- 
porations, dividends also must be 
paid. 

Again, said circular states that all, 
or any part of the $500,000,000 can 
be spent outside of California, and 
refers to section 3, paragraph G, as 
follows: “To co-operate and con- 
tract with political subdivisions of 
this State, and, with the approval 
of the Governor, with the United 
States and other states, concerning 
the conservation and use of inter- 
state and other waters and the gen- 
eration and use of electric energy 
and the acquisition, construction, 
completion, maintainance and opera- 
tion of works neceasary or conven- 
ient for the accomplishment of the 
purposes of this article.” 

Study this very carefully, 
are the purposes of this 
Read Section 1 at the head 
paper. 

I think you will see that Section 
1 plainly defines the field of activ- 
ity of the Board. It is quite poss- 
ible that a few localities can be 
found where it may be advantageous 
to co-operate with an adjoining state, 
or with the United States—as on

Again, said circular states that the 
Board is not required to deposit pro ! 
ceeds from sale of bonds in the

“All revenues of the Board, except c 
proceeds from the sale of bonds, 
shall be paid into the state treas- 
ury and shall be applied first to 
payment of the expenses of the 
Board, costs of operation, maintain- 
ance, depreciation, insurance and 
losses; and second, to the payment 
of interest on, and principal of said 
bonds.” 

Note that this paragraph applies 
only to the handling of the revenues 
of the Board. 

The last clause of Section 7, para- 
graph 2, reads: “The proceeds of 
the sale of such bonds shall be plac- 
ed in the treasury and shall be used 
by the Board exclusively for the pur- 
poses for which same were issued.” 

I could call your attention to a 
number of other misleading state 
ments in said circular, but I muat 
be as brief as possible and not oc- 
cupy more than necessary space in 
the publications that will be asked 
to print this. 

You, are every bit as intelligent 
as 1 and if you will give this mat- 
ter a few hours, or better, a few 
days, ‘of careful study, you will be 
well repaid. 

The cry that the people have no 
voice in the matter seems to imply 
that the present and all future state 
administrations are, and will be cor- 
rupt and inefficient. 

I will not discuss this point 
cept to say that we, the people, 
exactly the kind of government 
deserve; and just in so far as we 
progress. in assuming the full re 
sponsibility of citizenship, just in 
that proportion will our government 
become more representative—there- 
fore better. 

In conclusion, I question seriously 
the right or authority of the direct-

ORANGE PRICES 
HIT THE SKY 


The following “dizzy” article from 
the Produce News is good dope and 
interesting although it seems to con- 
vey just a little too high average 
price received. 

“Practically all of the. Valencias 
going forward are from Exchange 
houses. The few fortunate independ- 
ents, still able to put out a car here 
and there, are sharing in the dizzy 
prices being paid in the east for any- 
thing like fancy fruit. With recent 
eastern sales showing better than 
$9.50 average, cash quotations are 
staying around $8.50 average for all 
sizes. Fortunately there are few 
cars moving so no market can get 
a surplus. 

“Latest reports indicate something 
like 3,000 cars yet to go. This means 
it will take fifteen more weeks like 
last week with its 230 cars total, to 
keep the supply spread over Septem- 
ber and October, until the first nav- 
els leave the north somewhere near 
November 15. The new strike situa- 
tion with shortage of cars may help 
to bring this about. 

“Just why the demand keeps up 
for Valencias at such a high range is 
puzzling even the several sales man- 
agers, who are just now mainly 
recording officials rather than di- 
rectors of sales. Every market has 





an abundance of soft fruits, which 
are selling lower than has_ been 
known for several years. The sup- 


ply, both of shipped and home-grown 
fruit seems unlimited so long as 
cars are obtainable. 

“No one has the nerve to claim 
that the Valencia now going for- 
waml have any real merit—at least, 
the large majority of packed boxes 
would hardly show the fruit having 
anywhere near the real values being 
realized. The only reason that can 
be assigned is that there are many 
thousands of consumers who have a 
craving for semi-acid citrus fruits 
during the hot weather—these con- 
sumers will have their orange for 
breakfast regardless of price. This 
is a tribute to the advertising cam- 
paign of this and former seasons 
addressed to the consumer, and it 
demonstrates what results may be 
expected from carefully planned and 
consistently executed advertising. 

Between cantaloupes, peaches, 
pears, cots and grapes, along with 
Valencia oranges, California is now 
shipping so many more hundreds 
and even thousands of cars than in 
former years, that long-headed citrus 
growers and shippers early this sea- 
son had little idea that such prices 
would be realized as those reported 
for the past month or more. On the 
contrary, they felt certain, when they 
sew canteloupes go off in price, and 
after that peaches, plums and pears 
follow suit, that oranges would nat- 
urally decline. But they did not— 
nor do they look at this moment as 
if they would even go down to the 
last car of the season. 

“Southern California is turning to 
the production of Valencias with a 


vengeance. Many navel groves are 
being replaced by Valencias, while 
practically all new acreage is~ of 
the later variety. Thus it will be 
possibly only one or more seasons 
before the long established totals 
will be reversed and Valencias will 
show the lead. This will mean a 
heavy movement of Vaiencias 


throughout the summer, right at the 
time when soft fruits are going for- 


ward along with canteloupes. WNat- 
urally, Valencia growers are won- 
dering what will happen when this 


surplus fruit is ready. Some reason 
that the progress being made in de- 
veloping the orange juice industry on 
a national scale promises some re- 
lief in that direction, but still there 
will be literally thousands of cars 
more to be marketed in competition 
with cheaper soft fruit. 

“Taking a hint from the 1922 sea- 
son and the resulting prices due to 
the shortage of crop, long-headed 
citrus men are now advocating more 
stringent measures in the way of 
grading and sizing with a view to 
forcing a larger proportion of the 
smaller sizes and culls to the juice 
industry and, in this way, help keep 
down the total weekly movement 
during the summer. They say thst 
if the citrus growers should adver- 
tise widely a large prize for a suc- 
cessful and commercially practical 
orange drink, which would absorb a 
large tonnage each season, it would 
be a wonderfully profitable invest- 
ment for the growers. This would 
create an established price for Val- 
encias throughout the season. Just 
now, however, everything which 
looks like an orange is going into 
boxes regardless of size or grade— 
and the grower now almost looks 
upon that last winter’s freeze as a 
blessing in disguise for the Valencia 
men.

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JUNIOR COLLEGE 
HAS HIGH STANDING 


The close co-operation of the Chaf- 


fey Junior College with a number of 
institutions of higher learning will 
be of interest to the Chaffey public. 

The reorganized Junior College is 
fully affiliated with the University of 
California. All courses given at Chaf- 
fey during the past have received 
full value at California’s great uni- 
versity. In addition to this, the Uni- 
versity has sent each year a number 
of prospective teachers to Chaffey to 
do their cadet teaching under the 
law. Dean Charles J. Booth is the 
supervisor of agriculture teaching in 
Southern California for the Univer- 
sity and for the State Board of Edu- 
cation. 

The Chaffey Junior College has 
completed arrangements with the San 
Diego Teachers’ College and with the 
Santa Barbara Teachers’ College to 
do a limited amount of cadet teach- 
ing at Chaffey in lieu of cadetting 
at San Diego and Santa Barbara. At 
present we have students cadetting 
in music and in home economics 
from these two state training insti- 
tutions. It is possible in some de- 
nartments for prospective teachers to 
do all of their required work for 
their high school teacher’s certificate 
at Chaffey Junior College except from 
one to one and a half years. 

The Pomona School of Education 
established two years ago at Pomona 
College, is making use this year of 
six. or seven of the’ Chaffey Junior 
College Faculty. The courses in Ele- 
mentary Education, Secondary Edu- 
cation, School Management, and the 
Tunior High School are given en- 
tirely by a Chaffey staff, consisting 
of Principal Hill, Dean Booth, Mrs. 
Grace C. Stanley, Vice-Principals Hall 
and Fischer and Mr. Mather. In ad- 
dition, Mr. Wilding has charge of 
the band work at Pomona College. 
Mrs. Grace C. Stanley has also been 
appointed to conduct Americanization 
Schools in Southern - California for 
the State Board of Education, and is 
ceiving her Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays for this great work. At 
Cucamonga is one of these Ameri- 
ceanization schools, and Mrs. Stanley 
has twenty-six cadet teachers from 
Pomona College each week doing 
practice teaching. 

These facts go to show that the 
Chaffey Union High School District 
has come to be a great educational 
center. 


GROUNDS FOR FAIR COMPLETED
